This appeared | 
in 1884 and Meredith’s cottage at 
Box Hill. became a place of pil- 
grimage. : ; 


Meredith was always particular- 
ly sensitive about the neglect of 
his poetry. It is the irony, of fate 
that to-day it is for . his poems 
rather than his novels that he is 
most esteemed by literary folk, 
He was, indifferent to what the re-. 
viewers said. of his novels. Mark. 


George ‘Meredith, who was born 
on Fobruary 12, 1828, is one of tho 
most striking inatances of unre. 
cognised genius. During his early 
career he often, existed in London 
on'a single bow! of porridge a day. 
For these early deprivations he 
paid the penalty, in after years, of 
chronic ‘Indigestion and other: bodi- 
ly ills. :

There ‘is no corres- 
ponding book issued by the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland, and while much 
of the snme kind of information 
which the English yolume contains’ 
is Incorporated in our published 
Grand Lodge.

Proposed Scottish Year Book. 

Such a Year Book might contain 
much to' interest the general body 
of members of the Craft in Scot- 
land, who, so far as Grand Lodge 
is concerned, are permitted tto 
grope.in the dark, and would prove 
a valuable reminder of the nature; 
and the extent of the work under- 
taken’ in their name, under their 
nuthority, and for their behoof. The | 
catalogue would not .compare in 
. tbulk with the English , Masonic 
{Year Book, which annually. extends 
to some 640 pages,. ‘But it might 
advantageously contain much sim{- 
‘Har information regarding the com- 
position, extent, and alms of the 
Scottish branch of the Fraternity. 
The lack of easily available data, 
in-the succinet form in ‘which a 
‘Year Book could offer it, is too apt 
to result in a relative lack of in- 
terest in the proceedings. The 
sugested remedy would provide 
summaries which would tend to en- 
hance that interest and make the 
demund for it profitable in more 

ways than one. :
